“T know,” he said, “of no develop- 
ments in chemistry or the arts that 
would legitimately account :for this 
shocking increase in production,” 

Calculations by himself and his ex- 
perts show that the illegally diverted 
alcohol produced bootleg whisky to the 
value of three billion six hundred mil- 


lion dollars in 1925. 
Shocking, He Says. 


Again he used the words, “these 
shocking figures.” Some denaturing 
plants, he saidg never denatured the 
pure alcohol assigned to them at all, 
but sold it to bootleggers. This they 
accomplish through collusion and brib- 
ery. 

That statement brought his disclo- 
sure of contrary operations at a piant 
near New Brunswick, N. J. This plart 
had a stilP for redistilling denatured 
alcohol at the rate of 4,000 gallons 
a day, “and,” the witness added, 
“they were doing it. On their tracks 
were ten carloads of completely de 
natured alcohol waiting to be redis- 
tilled. It was. The prohibition inspec- 
tors followed it and found it after it 
had been redistilled, and this chemi- 
cal company was doing a business of 


ality.” | 

Mr. Buckner’s general conclusion is 
that trial courts are not the kind of 
courts that will make the Volstead law 
enforceable. 

Vigorously he emphasized the lack 
of facilities for handling prohibition 
cases in the federal court of his dis- 
trict—one United States commissioner 
13 months ago without a stenographer 
or eourt attendants; 85 per cent of the 
cases being thrown out for lack of 
evidence; witnesses forgetting over- 
night, and work five months behind. 
Altogether an utter lack of federal 
machinery when Buckner took charge 
in New York. 

The police department of New York 
City and prohibition agents, he said, 
were then bringing 50,000 cases a year 
to the federal court, and five, six, 
or eight months later, when cases got 
on the docket, there would be no way 
of identifying people. Officers could 
not remember whether so and so was 
the defendant or not. 


Many Bonds Forfeited. 


Between $350,000 and $400,000 worth 
of bonds were defaulted, “and,” said 
Buckner, “one bonding company had 
the temerity to tell me that companies 
were not expected to make good but 
merely help the government clear

respectively. 

Dr. Woodward Testifies. 

Dr. William C. Woodward of Chl- 
cago appeared on behalf of the Amer- 
ican Medical association, of whose 
bureau of legal medicine and legisla- 
tion he is secretary. He represents 
90,000 physicians. 

“TUnder the Volstead act,” he said, 
“a physician cannot prescribe for a 
patient, in any ten day period, more 
than a pint of whisky or a quart of 
wine. This limitation, the medical 
profession contends, is arbitrary and

The legal 
percentage which loan sharks may 
charge is 3% per cent per month. The 
group of new sharks operating mostly 
on small salaried men are known to 
have charged in one case at least as 
high as 70 per cent. 

Miss McCormick, who has been in- 
vestigating for months, says there is 
undoubted evidence that the same 
group of men who are operating in 
Chicago have been operating exten- 
sively in many other cities.

Thus the Union Purchasing com- 
pany, the llinois Finance company, and 
the Account Brokerage company are 
admittedly being operated by R. D. 
King and G. H. Rosenbusch of Atlan- 
ta, Ga. And Miss McCormick has re- 
ceived requests for advice on how to 
deal with complaints similar to the 
Chicago ones from that southern city. 

Also one shark is said to have made 
the statement that all the concerns 
were conducting chains of loan offices 
and that these extended in a vast sys- 
tem through 22 American cities. 

The system employed is simple. The 
victim is loaned $25 at a time—no 
more. When he gets the $25 he gives 
a note for $27.50. He is required to 
pay the note in two weeks. When he 
pays the shark at once loans him an- 
other $25 and he gives another note 
for $27.50 

The allegations are it was a system 
of all pull together.

According to involuntary petitions 
presented in the United States district 
court here, the Barrett Cider and Vine- 
gar company, 361 West Ontario street, 
aid a thriving business for many years 
after its establishment more than 20 
years ago. Then, it was said, prohibi- 
tion came and destroyed a great part 
of the market among formerly tem- 
perate beverage users until the Nabil. 
ities of the organization grew to $100, 
000, the amount set out in the petition 
yesterday. 

Action was precipitated by the 
Pioneer Cooperage company of St. 
Louis, with a claim of $13,827; the Chi- 
cago Caftage company, $1,631, and the 
Redlieh Manufacturing company, $48. 

The other cider concerns hit by peti- 
tions were the Bangor Cider company 
and Barrett & Barrett Co. The prin- 
cipal claimant against the two organ 
izations is Louis Corsiglia, who listed 
indebtedness of wach vite

whom Japanese style the last em- 
peror of Corea, although his reign & 
not recognized by the Coreans them 
selves, is reported to be “ hopeless,” 
which may be interpreted as meaning 
he is dead. His mre h son and 
heir, Prince Yi Jr., with his Japanese 
wife, Princess Masaoka, who are now 
in Seoul, are indefinitely postponing 
their trip to Europe and America. 

The death of the father of Prince Yi 
fn 1919 precipitated a nation-wide up- 
rising in Corea. The authorities are 
nervous lest there be a repetition of 
this now. 


Dogged by Tragedy. 

The life of Prince Yi Jr. has been 
marked by tragedy, death intervening 
at every important event. He was born 
a few months after the Corean queen. 
his father’s consort, had been dragged 
from bed and murdered by Japanese 
end Corean assassins. He was brought 
in boyhood to Japan, virtually a 
Lostage after his father’s forcible dep 
osition by the Japanese. His father 
died on the eve of the day set for his 
marriage with a Japanese imperial 
princess, which the Coreans bitterly 
opposed. 

His first and only child, taken to 
(Corea for formal recognition as Corean 
heir, died suddenly ani mysteriously 
in Seoul palace. Rumors said that 
Corean patriots had poisoned the baby 
because in his veins were mingled royal 
Coren and imperial Japanese blood 


Pianned to Sail for U. S. 


His European and American tour 
had been arranged to show the world 
the happy w of the Corean and 
Japanese houses. The couple 
were ready to sail on April 12, when 
the death of Prince Yi intervened. 

It is reported that extraordinary pre 
cautions have been taken to guard 
Princess Masaoka while she is in 
Corea,

Springtime is gladioli planting time. 


Many bulbs are set in the fall but 


gladioli cormels or bulblets are not 
put in the ground until April and 
they shoot up tall plants that are 
topped with spikes of showy colors. 
Tne gladiolus’ popularity keeps grow- 
ing and naturally the bulblets fall into 
inexperienced hands. Many amateur 
gardeners plant all they have early in 
the spring and then all the blossoms 
come at about the same time. The 
flowering season can be extended eas- 
ily by holding some of-the bulblets 
go that plantings can be made every 
two weeks from April to June. Blos- 
soms of early varieties open up about 


' July ‘1 and. there wiil be a succession 


of flowers until frost nips the plants. 

Volz, a horticulturist at the Ames 
Iowa, state college, recommends soak- 
ing the bulblets in water for a day 
before planting to hasten germination. 
Then plant them as garden peas in 


rows and cover them with about an | 


inch and a half*to two inches of dirt. 

According to Volz, bulbiets of the 
early varieties, especially of the primu- 
linus type, may bloom the first year. 
The bulblets are aug up in the fall and 
handied as mature bulbs, be says. 

He advises using the smalier bulb- 
lets for early planting and the larger 
ones for the midseason and late *rop.
